OBSERVATIONS: 

BID OFFICERS ASSIGNED TO FB-5, SUNSET BID WERE DRIVING SOUTHBOUND 
ON EL CENTRO AVE FROM SUNSET BLVD. OFFICERS OBSERVED THE 
DEFENDANTS LYING/ SLEEPING ON VARIOUS PIECES OF CARD BOARD ON THE 
SIDEWALK ON THE WEST SIDE OF THE RITE-AID BUILDING ON EL CENTRO AVE. 
OFFICERS STOPPED AND EXITED THEIR VEHICLE TO CONTACT THE 
DEFENDANTS. OFFICERS MADE CONTACT WITH THE DEFENDANTS AND 
ADVISED THEM THAT IT WAS ILLEGAL TO SIT, LIE OR SLEEP ON THE SIDEWALK 
DURING DAY LIGHT HOURS. DEFENDANT JOHNSON THEN DIRECTED 
PROFANITY AT OFFICERS AND STATED “WERE NOT GOING ANY WHERE AND 
YOU CAN GO AND F__ | YOURSELVES!” OFFICERS AGAIN ADVISED THE 
DEFENDANTS THAT THEY COULD NOT INTERFERE WITH PEDESTRIANS AND 
CAMP ON THE SIDEWALK. DEFENDANT JOHNSON AGAIN DIRECTED PROFANITY 
AT OFFICERS AND ADVISED THEY WERE NOT MOVING. 

OFFICER REYES THEN USED HIS BID CAMERA TO TAKE A PHOTOGRAPH OF THE 
DEFENDANTS ON THE SIDEWALK WHICH BROUGHT FURTHER PROFANITY 
FROM DEFENDANT JOHNSON DIRECTED AT BID OFFICERS. 

OFFICERS THEN ADVISED THE DEFENDANTS IF THEY REFUSED TO STAND-UP 
AND PICK-UP THEIR PROPERTY WHICH WAS BLOCKING THE SIDEWALK, THEY 
WOULD BE ARRESTED AND CITED. DEFENDANT JOHNSON AGAIN DIRECTED 
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PROFANITY AT BID OFFICERS AND ADVISED THEY WERE NOT MOVING. 
OFFICERS REYES THEN USED A COMPANY CELL PHONE AND CONTACTED LAPD 
OFFICER NELSON. REYES REQUESTED NELSON TO THE LOCATION TO CITE THE 
DEFENDANTS FOR 41.18(d) LAMC. OFFICE NELSON ADVISED HE WOULD BE EN 
ROUTE TO THE LOCATION. 

WHILE WAITING FOR THE ARRIVAL OF THE LAPD UNIT, BOTH DEFENDANTS 
CONTINUED TO DIRECT PROFANITY AT BID OFFICERS. 


ARREST: 

WHILE WAITING FOR THE ARRIVAL OF LAPD, REYES ADVISED THE DEFENDANTS 
THAT UNDER THE POWERS GRANTED UNDER 837 P.C, THEY WERE BEING 
PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST FOR 41.18(d) LAMC; PROHIBITING 
THE SITTING, SLEEPING OR LYING ON A PUBLIC WAY. REYES ADVISED THE 
DEFENDANTS THAT THEY WOULD BE CITED 

BOTH DEFENDANTS THEN CONTINUED TO DIRECT PROFANITY AT BID 
OFFICERS WHILE STILL REFUSING TO STAND-UP. 

BID OFFICERS THEN CONTACTED THE BID OFFICE AND WERE ABLE TO OBTAIN 
THE NAMES OF THE DEFENDANTS PRIOR TO THE ARRIVAL OF LAPD. 

UPON THE ARRIVAL OF LAPD UNIT 6A45, OFFICERS NELSON/ LEE, THE 
OFFICERS WERE BRIEFED. OFFICER NELSON THEN WALKED TO DEFENDANTS 
AND PLACED BOTH DEFENDANTS UNDER ARREST FOR 41.18(d) LAMC; 
PROHIBITING THE SITTING/ SLEEPING OR LYING ON A PUBLIC WAY.
